he had any interest in the Union Pacific 
or Central Pacific and allied lines.

V certain bonds, he said his company had no 
-- interest or connection whatever. 


"When this controversy was called 


to my attention," said Mr. Harriman, 
"I had my life insured in the Equita- 
ble—this was about six weeks ago. I 
used to carry quite a line of insurance 
in the Equitable, New York Life, Con- 
necticut Mutual and one or two oth- 


: er companies—I do 
not recall their 


names—most of which has expired and 


•; been paid." 


As to the ownership of stock in the 


Equitable company, Mr. Harriman de- 
clined to state 
whether he 
owned 


stock or not, as he said he would so 
decline regarding the ownership of the 
stock of any 
other company 
with 


wr.ich he might be connected. 


Mr. Harriman said thut in discharg- 


ing his duties as trustee of the Equi- 
table, his position was the same as all 
other 
trustees. 
He had 
attended 


.meetings, he had heard reports from 
•various committees, such as the aud- 
iting committee,, the 
officers 
o£ the 


committee, whom ' he 
regarded as 


trustworthy and in each instance-when 
he was present, those reports, partic- 
ularly those emanating from the pres- 
ident, were in effect that the society 
'•was very prosperous and laudatory as 
to the loyalty, integrity and energy of 
all its officers. 
The last meeting at 


which the officers' reports were pre- 
'gented, he said, was one about two

changes, but it has until now been im.- 
posslble to obtain any. official confirm- 
ation of the fact. 


In the correspondence with Germany- 


Is Included a paraphrase of a cable- 
gram addressed by Secretary Hay to 
Mr. Tower, the American Ambassador 
at Berlin, on February 15, after Ger- 
many's acceptance of the invitation of 
Secretary Hay had been received di- 
rect from the Ambassador to convey 
to • the Emperor the -President's proj 


found appreciation of his generous in- 
itiative and powerful co-operation in 
the matter of Chinese neutrality. 


The official paraphrase of Mr. Tow- 


er's reply dated February 17, reads: 


"Mr. Tower reports that he conveyed 


to the Emperor the profound appreci- 
ation of the President of his initia- 
tive and co-operation in the matter of 
Chinese neutrality, and that the Em- 
peror was exceedingly gratified 
and 


expressed most friendly sentiments to- 
ward the President. 


It Is significant that In the acknowl- 


edgment of the acceptances by 
the 


other powers of the program suggest- 
ed by Secretary ,Hay in his note of 
February 8, only in the case of Ger- 
many did the President send a. per- 
sonal message of appreciation to the 
sovereign. 


"It is not possible to state that the 


*eason Germany's Initiative was kept 
secret was because of the German Em- 
peror's suggestion about Chinese neu- 
trality would be the more certain of 
success If emanating from Washing- 
ton, particularly in view of Secretary 
Hay's previous activities in the same 
direction after the Boxer troubles of

Him From Life.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 5—A. Gou- 


cher, convicted of murder in the second 
degree for complicity in the murder o£ 
Policeman Eugene Robinson on January 
21, 1902, was sentenced today by Superior 
Judge Cook to, twenty-five' years im- 
prisonment in the State Prison at San 
Quentin. 
After the usual statutory plea for a. 
new trial had been denied. ex-Senator 
Gouchar, father of the condemned man 
and also his attorney, made an .eloquent 
plea £or mercy in behalf 
of . his son. 
District Attorney Byington replied with 
the assertion that the evidence showed 
the young man to be thoroughly bad' and 
undeserving of pity. 
"When the sentence had been pronounc- 
ed ex-Senator Goucher asked for a stay 
of execution for ten days, which was 
granted. 
In passing sentence Judge Cook said 


to young Goucher: 
"Your youth is all that has saved you 
from a life term. With affection in your 
nature and home influences surrounding 
you, 
you may yet be reclaimed, and al- 
though I should never assent to the 
f ranting of a pardon for your crime. I 
o feel that, some time in the future. I 
would be willing to join in a. request—if 
by your conduct in prison you show your- 
self worth>»—that you be paroled and 
your parents thereby afforded an oppor- 
tunity to see whether home influences, 
operating on -the affection show in your 
nature, cpuplied with the lesson given 
you by this trial, conviction and sentence, 
may not lead to your reformation and 
make of you for society what was wish- 
ed for you at your birth." 
When Goucher was called upon to 


stand and receive judgment the usual 
statutory motion for a new trial was in- 
terposed and denied by the court. Goucher 
was asked if there were any legal reason 
to show why sentence should not be pro- 
nounced, and it was then that the aged 
father made his tearful plea. 


•"May it please the court," he said, "I 


shall not confine myself to legal lines. 
I desire to speak on a matter of feeling, 
and one that goes wholly to the discre- 
tion of the court. I wish to speak on 
behalf of a heart-broken mother, a lov- 
ing sister, baby brothers and myself, who 
may be able, best of all, to withstand 
the awful blow that is now about to fall 
upon our home. In speaking I want to 
call the attention of the court to a few 
matters that I suppose have been, ad- 
vanced times without number in this 
court. But I know your Honor will give 
me a few minutes, for in this broad land 
you have the reputation of being kind- 
hearted and forgiving, as well as a just 
judge. 


"I woufd call your Honor's attention to 


the fact that when this lad left home he 
was of tender years. Like many Califor- 
nia boys, he took a notion to wander 
away, and I blame myself for not re- 
straining him at that time, and bringing 
him back into the home fold. 
'But he 


was well raised.' His early training had 
been good, and as I myself had gone out 
from home when but 16 years of age, I 
thought that he would come out all right 
in tha end. 


LED ASTRAY BY CRIMINALS. 


"There has never been a- criminal' an-, 


tecedent on either side, as far back as 
we have been able to trace the families, 
hence I know that this boy Is not a 
criminal at heart. It was simply a case 
of falling in with older men who were 
hardened criminals, and they led him as 
they would a child. It is my belief that 
if the officers are called upon who worked 
up the evidence in this case they will 
bear me out in saying that this boy was 
led into the commission of the crime of 
which he stands convicted by the other 
members of the party, and should not 
be as severely dealt with as they. That 
is all I have to say, may it please the 
court, only adding that as the other men 
convicted 
of 
complicity 
In this crime 


were given sentences ranging from six 
years in the penitentiary to the death pen- 
alty, it leaves the court a wide latitude 
in which to exercise discretion."

B. Coghill says that he has lost over 
$30,000 through the alleged misappropria- 
tions of his partner,. George A- Konn, 
•with whom he has been asosciated for 
seventeen -years. The firm of Coghill & 
Kohn has been engaged in the wholesale 
grocery business at 300 Front street. In 
a complaint filed in, the Superior, Court 
Coehtll states that Kohn concealed his 
fraudulent taking of funds by false en- 
tries in the books and by omissions of 
cash transactions therefrom, Kohn di- 
recting -the bookkeeper to cover up his 
misconduct in this manner. The book- 
keeper was" H. M. Fortescue, and It ap- 
pears from the 
complaint that when 
Coghill discovered how the accounts had 
been kept Fortesque turned over .to him 
some property to partly make good Cog- 
hill's loss. The actual Value of the prop- 
erty is little or nothing, however. Cog- 
hill now says. He desires to have the 
partnership dissolved, and has asked the 
court to award to him all of the re- 
maining assets of the firm to: compen- 
sate him to some extent for the finan- 
cial damage -which he avers he .has suf- 
fered. 
Kohn is resisting his partner's 


application. 


Coghill in his complaint places the 
loss whiclr Kohn 
has 
caused him at 


$32,306.97, and he states that the value 
of the firm's.assets is $59,368.67, but this 
includes the assets of doubtful value re- 
ceived from 'the 
bookkeeper,, and" he 
thinks that not more than $26,760.03 can 
be realized. "The doubtful assets," says 
Coghill, "were turned over by the book- 
keeper in restitution, of 
the 
amount 
wrongfully and fraudulently appropriated 
by him In collusion with the defendant, 
Kohn."

Kohn's first misappropriation occurred 


in 1895, when he took $4,614.74, Coghill 
alleges. A copy of his letter to his wife, 
Mrs. Eva. 'liohn, sister of Attorney E_ S. 

It 
being dated "August 2. 1898,' and the main 
part of it being as follows: 
"Dear Eva: I have left with Mr. For- 
tescue an acldent policy .for $5,000. This 
is for the purpose of securing to the 
firm of Coghill & Kohn a special over- 
draft, amounting to about $4,900,, which 
I Insisted upon being carried by him for 
me until such time as -I should pay.

Successful self-government of course 
must be based -upon the average qual- 
ity of the citizenship.

Nobody can make a good State^except 
you yourselves. 
You need. just the 


qualities in government that yon need 
in private life. A man who is a good 
neighbor, good husband, a good father, 
is the type of man who makes a good 
citizen. The person that you want to 
have as a neighbor, is the. man to 
•whom you can tie, on whom you can 
count, the '.nan who Is game In time 
of trouble, but who does not 
seel: 


trouble, the man who does not bras 
and brawl, -but. who makes good, the 
man who Is decent and square in his 
dealings with others. That is just'the 
type you have got to have in public 
life. Yon cannot afford to let 
any 


man represent you in public life if he 
is crooked, I do not care whether he 
is crooked on your side or not. If he 
will do something that is not exactly 
straight for your advantage he will do 
it quicker for his own advantage."

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The Lesson of Chicago 


The city of Chicago has declared for the immediate public own- 


ership of street railways by electing Edward F. Dunne, Democrat, 
Mayor over John M. Harlan, Republican, by a plurality of 24,248. 
There is no mistaking the sentiment expressed by this vote, for Judge 
Dunne was given a majority over all of 958.- 


The question a,t issue was whether public ownership should be 


..put into effect immediately or. whether/it should be held in abeyance 
for twenty years." Both Dunne and Harlan were advocates of mu'ni- 
. cipal ownership, but the former stood for putting it into immediate 
effect, while the latter advocated a policy of delay for legal and finan- 
cial reasons. 


• 
. So Chicago has not merely declared for the public ownership of 


street railways, but has declared that it shall come about at-once. 
The result must be largely attributed to the greed, rapacity ard cor- 
rupt methods of the traction monopoly, which .have, disgusted and inr 
furiated .the public. The street railroads watered their capitalization be- 
yond all reason, and endeavored to make the public pay interest on 
the .fictitious investment. They defiantly refused to obey the law or. 
,to pay their just proportion of taxes; gave a poor service and dis- 
played a contemptuous disregard of the rights and opinions of the 
public. In addition they were constantly scheming to get through 
the Legislature and the Council laws and ordinances that would per- 
manently fasten their grip upon-the thoroughfares of the city. The 
voters have decided to put a summary stop to these abuses and viola- 
tions of faith by having th^ city take over the street railroads. 


It is the first experiment of the kind in the United States and 


therefore will be watched with interest all over the country. It may 
not be entirely successful, but it will be a valuable lesson to street 
railway monopolies in other cities. It is notice that the public will not 
perpetually submit to the methods which street railway companies 
have come to adopt of late years. Traction, managers habitually 
treat a franchise as conferring upon them the ownership of the streets. 
Instead of serving the public: property they treat their patrons as a 
master would his servants—with even more brutality.. They, con- 
tumaciously refuse to comply with the conditions on which their 
franchises were granted, evade payment of their taxes, defy ordin- 
ances designed to safeguard the public and protect the streets from 
injury. These evils have become so flagrant' and universal that pub- 
lic patience has been provoked beyond endurance, hence..the people 
of Chicago have risen in revolt against the monopolists who have, 
taken possession of the streets and defied public sentiment and public 
convenience.

The Act Regulating Automobiles 


Owners of automobiles ha.d better make themselves familiar with 


the provisions of the new law enacted by the last Legislature regulat- 
ing the operation of autos along the public rcjads and in unincorporat- 
ed towns, else many of them will get into trouble throuo-'f being :g- 
norant of the statute. The act provides for a speed of four miles in 
business sections of towns and eight miles per hour in other sections, 
but the towns must keep proper notices posted. A^to owners and 
drivers must be registered, and the lights at night'must carry the 
number. In case a fractious horse is met and the'driver of the horse 
raises his hand the auto must stop until the horse passes. In. case of 
accident the auto must stop and give information. There can be no 
prohibitive ordinances by towns or counties. 


This law is timely because the rapid increase in the use of auto- 


mobiles has made it necessary to define the rights as well as the obli- 
gations to the public of those running them. It aims to afford a greater 
measure of protection to pedestrians and the drivers of other vehicles 
against the recklessness of chaffeurs. 
Because of its superior weight, 


speed and momentum, the automobile can make everybody else give it 
the road, and it has become the practice of a certain class of chaffeurs 
to act as if they desired to chase everybydy else off the highways. 


A large majority of auto owners are disposed to be considerate 


of the right of others, but the reckless and freakish minority must 
be held in strict legal check if traveling on the public roads is to be 
safe. It has been impossible heretofore to distinguish one of this 
class from safe and sane chaffeurs, hence the average wayfarer has 
been disposed to take heed of discretion and to his heels when he saw 
an automobile coming. The wholesome regulations provided for in 
the new law will go far to remove the popular trepidation with which 
automobiles are regarded along country roads. 
It would be well if 


rural constables and justices of the peace as well as chaffeurs informed 
themselves fully regarding the provisions of the new statute.

Rubbing soap on flannels and other 


"woollies" generally means ruin 
to 


them. 
They should be washed in a 


lather made by adding, soap jelly to 
warm water. Make the soap jelly be- 
fore the washing day, so that .you may 
begin work as early as convenient. 
Take as much soap.as will be needed 
and shred it *finely with a knife. Put 
it into .a" saucepan and cover it with 
water. Allow, the soap to slowly melt 
over the fire till clear and without 
Jumps, then pour it into a jar 
or 


basin and let it stand till required for 
use. When melting- the soap do not 
boll it quickly and do. not fill the 
saucepan, for the soap is very apt to 
boil over, and this not only wastes it 
but causes a-disagreeable smell in'^he 
house.- Any odds and ends- of soap 
may be used up for the soap jelly, but 
it should be made freshly each week, 
for it loses Its :strength if kept many 
days.

gymnasium of the Qniversltv, and was 
witnessed by many physicians, surgeons 
and students. 


AH the bodies used in the experiments 


were taken from the refrigerators of the 
University's medical department. 


Dr. McKenzle was initiated into the 


mjsteries of jiu jitsu by J. J. O'Brien, 
who ha& at various times been a chief of 
police at Nagasaki, Japan, and instructor 
to President Roosevelt, and is now head 
of a class of Philadelphlans. 
Dr. McKenzie and Leonard Mason, the 


gymnastic Instructor of the University of 
Pennsylvania, -were the first Philadel- 
phians to be shown jiu jltsu, and they 


racking system of self-defense. 


PHYSICAL DIRECTOR INITIATED. 
When O'Brien first applied a slight 


pressure to a grip he had taken on his 
hand the physical director realized that 
it could accomplish all that was claimed 
for it- 
He discovered that to resist is to invite 


the breaking of the bones or the tearing 
asunder of the joints and muscles. For 
several weeks, these two men practiced 
the grips on one another, but the sore 
arms that resulted led Dr. McKenzie to 
cast around for a substitute.

Just a little above .where'we 
got off the train, unnoticed by .us, was 
a sharp curve In the track'-around a 
hill.

POETRY. 


Dr. Van Dyke Delivers Fourth 


Lecture of Series at University. 


BERKELEY, April 5.—In the 
fourth 


lecture of his series on "Poetry." Pro- 
fessor Henry Van 
Dyke last evening 


talked to a very large audience in the 
Harmon gymnasium on "Poetry and the 
Recovery of Joy." 


Last night's lecture differed materially* 


from those which preceded it, inasmuch 
as the discussion was less general and 
the work of one particular poet was 
taken up. Dr. Van Dyke told particu- 
larly of the life of William Wordsworth 


and the great value of the lesson he 
taught to mankind. 


Many features of. the early life of the 


poet were narrated, including the influ- 
ence of a trip taken to France during 
the revolution. The love of "Wordsworth 
for nature, particularly for sound, form 
and outline, was brought to the. atten- 
tion of the audience. Dr, Van Dyke laid 
great stress on- the4 fact that' in .the 
present rnad race for publicity and self- 
advertisement, in the turmoil of the big 
cities. Wordsworth's poetry could con- 
vey a lesson of inestimable value.

BERLIN, April 5.—Peace at an early 


date is regarded as probable by the 
German Embassy at : St. Petersburg 
the Associated Press is Informed, and 
in consequence of dispatches received 
from there by the government during 
the last three \ days, this opinion cir- 
culates in official circles for the first 
lime since the war began. . 


The Russian Emperor, it is true, has 


not yet decided for peace, but
